Inthe Reigne ot King Fdward the 3, there fel! a very great Peliilence 
inthe Eaft-In 1s, among the 7 a taries, Sara's 1 nd ] urbes, which 
laited the ſpace of {even yeeres : tl o gh the feare vv hereot, many of che 
Heathens willinoly offered riemie ves to become Uhrittans. And ſhortly 
after, by reaſon of Patfengers from one Provinceto another, the lame 
Peſtilence was difperied in many Chr:ittan R nalomes,and amonglt ore 
Places brought no # noland ; Ware it was 10 torcible all over the Land, 
that not onely Men, bur allo Beaits, birds and Fiſhes were inutten there- 
with,and found dead with Botches unponthem. Alto among, mengthe num- 
bers char were alive. were {i meer {rMczent ro bu y thier dead. Ar which 
tire, wath the reſt thatthen dyed of the Plagne, Henry Duke of Lan ery 
FBlanch, Durcheſle of Lancaſter, and the Earle of 1V/arw cke ended rheir 
lives.
